REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The following is respectfully submitted: 


In presenting our annual report to the parents, guardians 
and citizens of the town, we do so believing that the school 
work of the past year will compare favorably with that of for- 
mer years. Some drawbacks are always to be expected and 
the year in this respect is no exception, 

Additional funds gave us little longer school this vear than 
last. In eight divisions of the town the spring term was con- 
tinued ten weeks, the fall term twelve weeks. This was as 
long as it was thought advisable to run the schools. As there 
was not sufficient funds for another term, it was deemed best 
to reserve the balance of money which, when added another 
vear to the same amount of school money we have haé@ this, 
will insure us three good terms of school. 

Our teachers the past year, asa rule, have been quite suc- 
cesstul;, a iew however, have not met our expectations. We 
always prefer, other things being equal, to give the preference 
to home talent. Wehave some excellent instructors, and if 
they would be a little more rigid discipline, they would 
make first-class teachers. 

There are many things taken into consideration to make 
up a perfect school. Among them are the requisites of a good 
teacher, one who is well informed on general subjects and not 
confined in imparting knowledge tothe matter of the text- 
book in hand. 

It is a self-evident truth that punctuality is an essential 
to success in every undertaking. With this established fact in 
view, we feel that the united efforts of parents and School 
Board should cooperate with teachers in removing from our 
schools such obstacles as tardiness and irregularity of atten- 
dance. In some cases these faults have become so habitual as 
to greately lessen the value of the term’s work. 
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At the beginning of each term your School Board endeav- 
ored to secure better attendance, by asking the teachers to 
make an extraeffort, also by pointing out to the pupils the dis- 
advantages to themselves from irregular attendance, and en- 
couraging them to be more constant and punctual; vet our 
records show more than one thousand days of absences. 

Now if all parents would feel the responsibility of having 
their children at school every day and always in season, we 
would be surprised to note the improvement in our schools in * 
one year. Let us imagine ourselves trying to do any piece of 
work while finding day after day part of our material or tools 
missing; then we may be abletoexercisea little charity toward 
the teacher whu works week after week under similar condi- 
tions and does not accomplish all we think she ought. We 
wish to call your attention to the fact that several of our- 
school rooms sadly need repairing. Weare asking our children 
to stay week after week in rooms that wecould not pleasantly 
spend one-half day in, ifit were not for the effort the children 
always make to entertain us. These school rooms need the 
woodwork painted, the wailsfreshened, and the desks repaired 
and varnished, and a ventilator placed in the upper part of 
each room, where there are none, to make it attractive and 
comfortable for the children. Some of thehouses need painting 
on the outside to preserve them in good condition. 

We sincerely hope the citizens of New Hampton will re- 
spond liberally to the call for funds for this much-needed work 
the coming year. 

The school meeting has been called this vear on the same 
day as the annual town meeting, and we hope to see a large 
attendance and everv one ready to cast his or her vote for the 
best interest of our schools.
